I. THE PRIVILEGE OF 
PRAYER 


I wish to spend a few moments 
with you on what seems to me the 
great privilege of prayer. I am 
sure that prayer is answered, that 
we obtain a thousand good gifts 
from God because we ask for 
them, and I am sure that those 
who fail to pray often fail to re- 
ceive good gifts which they need, 
which they wish and which God 
desires to bestow, but apart from 
any individual result of prayer, 
there is a general blessing which 
is not likely to be overestimated, 
which we are in danger of neglect- 
ing. I speak of the opportunity of 
conversation with the Maker of 
the universe. 


I heard Andrew Murray say that 
too many times we make prayer 
a monologue when it ought to be 
a dialogue. ‘“‘Often,”’ he said, ‘‘we 
keep talking to God, asking for 
things, telling Him things, when 
He would like to have us stop and 
give Him an opportunity to speak 
to us.” I remember that he said 
in this address, “Many times it 
would be well if, in prayer, we 
should stop and say: ‘Father, what 
hast Thou to say to Thy child?’”’ 
I have often done this since I 
heard Mr. Murray make this re- 
mark, and always with profit. *

A religion without a divine Saviour is a religion incompe- 
tent and insufficient for a needy, sinning, suffering, dying 
humanity.

The Christian Church should be 
the strongest force in our land 
against communism. Herbert A. 
Philbrick, FBI undercover agent, 
Baptist minister, and author of “I 
Led Three Lives,” said in the 
spring, “It is no accident that 
your church is the number one 
target of the communist conspir- 
acy in America today.” Commu- 
nism has already Sovietized the 
churches in Russia, China, Hun- 
gary, Czechoslovakia and other 
Iron Curtain countries. There the 
message of the church still called 
Christianity conforms to the 
Soviet pattern. This Sovietized 
Christianity is now being preached 
in our land to the advantage of 
Russia. 

There are certain reasons why 
communism wants the cover of 
the church to present its doctrines. 
(1) Separatien of Church and 
State gives a sheltered position. 
(2). The high esteem in which the 
church has been held places it 
above suspect. (3) Discipline in 
the church has broken down and 
false teaching is no longer con- 
demned. In fact, the heresy today 
is to claim there is heresy. (4) 
Modernism with a different con- 
cept of Christianity has captured 
many of the larger denominations 
and communism finds a sym- 


pathetic reception to its vision of

world brotherhood. (5) A more 
powerfully organized and compact 
Protestantism has developed 
which makes the church easier to 
handle from the top and a much 
more efficient tool. 

In 1908 the Federal Council of 
Churches was organized; today it 
is the National Council of 
Churches, claiming to represent 
and speak for 33 million Amer- 
icans. Virtually all our major 
groups are in it, and the local and 
regional councils of churches have 
multiplied across the land to be 
the local spokesman and voice of 
the line handed down. There is a 
drive today for a_ one-world 


church, the Ecumenical Movement, 
and a one-world gevernment. 
We are in a struggle for sur-

they reached the question that 
they came to ask. They said: “We 
follow Buddha, and you follow 
Christ. Wherein does Christ excel 
3uddha? Buddha teaches this and 
that,” they said, “and Christ 
teaches this and that. Wherein do 
the teachings of Christ excel the 
teachings of Buddha?” Now, you 
can see that the issue was sharply 
joined. You know what I said, I 
take it. I said: “My fellow-men, 
Buddha does teach so and so, and 
standards that he sets up in many 
cases are beautiful. Christ teaches 
so and so. But Christ does more. 
Christ proposes to put a power 
divine into the life that will yield 
itself to Him. For illustration: 
Here are two trains of cars, and 
at the head of :each is an engine. 
Christ puts His power into that 
Christian engine, so that it can 
pull any train of cars, no matter 
how weighty. Buddha does not 
talk about putting power into 
human life. Buddha does not talk 
about a strength superhuman and 
unrivaled and divine, which he will 
put into his followers. He simply 
holds up a standard out there. 
Christ holds up a standard and 
says: ‘Come to Me, with all your

weakness and ignorance and sin; 
let Me save and guide you, and 
I will help you in your life to 
realize that standard.’ Christian- 
ity is the religion of a person, and 
that person is Christ; and Christ 
not only points us the way where- 
in we ought to walk, but He comes 
to us in our moral weakness and 
lapse and failure, and says to us: 
‘If you will honestly commit your- 
self to Me, that I may guide and 
master you, I will help you to live 
the life you ought to live.’ And, 
therefore, Christianity outdist- 
ances all systems of human reli-

The college now has under con- 
struction a new $400,000 dormi- 
tory for men. This is expected to 
relieve the over crowded condition 
next year. The college also is com- 
pleting construction of a $400,000 
physical education building and 
an elaborate Industrial Arts build- 
ing. Altogether the college has 
more than $1,000,000 worth of 
building under construction.

anti-communism is as dangerous 
as communism. 


Intelligent Christian people and

Today we direct our thoughts to 

the atmosphere. We live at the 
bottom of a vast ocean of air 
which extends to a height of about 
200 miles. Man’s exploration of 
this huge expanse has been con- 
fined to extremely narrow limits. 
He has ascended about nine miles 
in an airplane and about thirteen 
miles in a balloon, while the great- 
est height ever reached by a 
sounding balloon is only about 24 
miles. 


The density of our gaseous en- 
velope is greatest near the earth’s 
Surface, and gradually becomes 
thinner as the altitude increases. 
About half its weight is within four 
miles of the earth, although minute 
traces of air are believed to exist 
even at a height of 2,000 miles. 


The weight of the atmosphere 
is a very important item about 
which there could be no chance. 
The airpressure at sea level is 
nearly fifteen pounds to every 
square inch of surfacé—an aver- 
age of fourteen tons upon every 
person. About one ton of 
air rests upon every square 
foot of surface. This’ exact 
weight is due, obviously to two 
factors, the weight of the gases 
composing the atmosphere and the 
height to which the air goes. A 
slight change in either of these 
conditions might result in a great- 
ly increased pressure or, on the 
other hand, greatly reduced. The 
former: would crush by its weight 
and the latter would bring about 
death, possibly through hemor- 
rhage and also inability to breathe 
the rarified air, as on top of the 
highest mountains. 

Of course, in addition to these 
two factors, is the presence of 
watery vapor, another condition 
on which life depends, and behind 
all these must be placed the size 
and weight of the earth determin- 
ing the atmospheric mantle.

If the weight and size of the 
earth were doubled, every object 
would have its weight doubled. 
The atmosphere would press down 
with two fold force; respiration 
would be labored and painful. 
Water would weigh twice as much 
and sap could not ascend. Tools 
and implements would be so heavy 
that they would be unwieldy, every 
mechanical operation in field and 
workshop would require twice as 
much energy. Every animal would 
move as though loaded down with 
another of equal size or weight. 
Men could barely crawl about 
with strength exhausted in bear- 
ing their own weight. Winds would 
tear down all houses, if they had 
not already fallen by their own 
weight. Rain, hail and floods would 
exert a tremendously destructive 
force. 


If the earth were only half its 
size and weight, equally death- 
dealing would be the results with 
air too light to sustain life. Sap 
would ascend too rapidly. Men and 
animals would move about very 
unsteadily and slowly without suf- 
ficient ballast. Life could not go 
on. 


These facts cause us to pay at- 
tention to the statement in Job 
28:24,25: “For he looketh to the 
end ofthe earth, and seeth under 
the whole heaven; To make the 
weight for the winds; and he 
weigheth the waters by measure.” 

How may we account for this 
remarkable scientific item written 
down so long ago unless we be- 
heve in a supernatural God and 
in a supernatural Book? 

With the exception of water 
vapor, the percentage of which 
may vary between wide limits, the 
constituents of the air are rela- 
tively constant in amount. The 
average composition of dry air is 
as follows by volume: nitrogen, 
78 per cent; oxygen, 21 per cent; 
carbon dioxide, .04 per cent; argon, 
96 per cent, with slight traces of 
neon, helium, krypton, xenon, hy- 
drogen and ozone. In addition, of 
course, the air contains dust parti- 
cles, bacteria, and minute quanti- 
ties of certain gases caused by 
manufacturing processes — com- 
pounds of sulphur with oxygen and 
hydrogen. The constituents of air 
are not chemically united. They 
are merely mixed—a device which 
shows again the wisdom of the 
Creator. 

Think of the gases which make 
up 99 per cent of the air—nitro- 
gen, 78 per cent, and oxygen 21 
per cent. Nitrogen serves to dilute 
the oxygen, thus retarding burn- 
ing and oxidation, and is necessary 
as a plant food. Oxygen is neces- 
sary for respiration, to support 
combustion, and to aid decay of 
organic matter. The delicate bal- 
ance of these two gases, the con- 
stancy of their proportions in the 
atmosphere, the admirable way in 
which they operate for their de- 
signed purpose must be because 
there was thought and planning 
somewhere. 


man, not one is more important 
than. oxygen. Man _ breathes it 
every moment of the day and 
night, and so is enabled to carry 
on his life processes. He uses it 
to help burn the fuels that cook 
his foods, that warm his home and 
generate power to operate his 
machinery. He depends on oxygen 
to decay waste materials, destroy 
germs, and purify water. In hos- 
pitals, submarines, mines and air- 
planes, it is put to vitally import- 
ant uses. 

Nitrogen is by far the most 
abundant substance in the air. It 


Of the 92 elements known to’ 


bining readily with other  sub- 
stances. The fact that it is abun- 
dant. and inert is seen to be very 
necessary. If the air were com- 
posed entirely or largely of 
oxygen, all burning would take 


would be practically impossible to 
control a fire, once started. Nitro- 
gen therefore, dilutes the oxygen 
to the point where it is just active 
enough for our needs. How was 
this proportion arranged? Certain- 
ly not by chance! 


Nitrogen is an important con- 
stituent of all plants and animals, 
but most living things are unable 
to extract if from the vast atmos- 
phere.reservoir about them. They 
depend on certain tiny plants, be- 
longing to the bacteria class, 
which have the ability to extract 
nitrogen from the air. In this 
way, nitrogen is made available 
for all other living things. And 
man has now succeeded in tapping 
the great stores of nitrogen in 
the air by using powerful electric 
currents, a process known as fixa- 
tion of nitrogen. 


In all these studies we have 
observed that there is plan and 
forthought and in regard to the 
atmosphere, this is clearly appar- 
ent. In the passage from Job pre- 
viously mentioned, we are told 
that “God understandeth . .. for 
He looketh to the end of the earth 

. (in order) to make a weight 
for the wind.” 

What a startling and suggestive 
expression! ‘The only _ possible 
meaning is that this important 
item was considered and arranged 
by the Creator. In order that 
there might be suitable life con- 
ditions, He has given us thousands 
of instances of His planning. If we 
apply our reason to this subject, 
there is one evitable conclusion 
and that is, that there is a per- 
sonal God exerting His supreme 
wisdom and power at every point. 

Besides these wonderful proper- 
ties and functions of the atmos- 
phere, it is the appointed medium 
of many other inéstimable benefits 
to the world in which we live. 


While the sun is the great source 
of light, yet the co-operation of 
the atmosphere to diffuse the 
light is essential to the proper 
illumination of the edrth. To the 
atmosphere we must ascribe the 
glories of the day, the lovely blue 
of the heavens and the soft and 
soothing shades of the landscape. 


Without it, the sky would be 
black as ebony, and out of it 
the sun would gleam like a red- 
hot ball; and his beams, like a ray 
passing through an aperture into 
a dark room, would reveal only 
the objects on which they fell, or 
those from which they were 
directly reflected. Without atmos- 
phere, there would be no twilight, 
no morning, no evening. The sun 
at the dawn of day would burst 
from the bosom of night in all its 
unbearable brilliance; and at the 
close of day, would suddenly 
plunge out of view, leaving us 
suddenly in utter darkness. To the 
atmosphere we owe all the glories 
of the setting. sun, when the 
heavens put on their most glorious 
robes to thrill.us with celestial 
beauty. 


By means of atmosphere birds 
wing their way through space, and 
insects flit from flower to flower. 
Without it the eagle and condor 
would flap their wings in vain and 
flight would be impossible. The 
atmosphere is also the medium for 
sound and _ smell. Without it, 
eternal silence would reign, and 
music would be impossible. Con-

This vast and wonderful append- 
abe of our globe has been made 
to meet the nature and wants of 
the living creatures and growing 
vegetation that occupy its surface. 
Design and mutual adaptation are 
very manifest.

The atmosphere has been made 
for the lungs; and lungs have been 
made for atmosphere.

A Revival Should Bring A 
Moral Revolution 


There is in America today a 
religious revival, but we are not 
having a real Christian revival. 
Do not misunderstand me. Many 
people are being saved. The Gos- 
pel is preached over the radio. It 
is being preached in a great many 
centers, and the Gospel is the 
power of God unto salvation. It is 
not the Gospel analyzed or phil- 
osophized about; it is the Gospel 
preached that does the job. There 
is something inherent in the Gos- 
pel itself that makes it the power 
of God unto salvation. Many thous- 
ands of people are being saved 
whom we never hear about. We 
are going to meet a great many 
folks in Heaven whom we will be 
rather surprised to see there. We, 
however, are not having a great 
nation-wide spiritual revival; and 
there are no signs of such a re- 
vival. 

Before World War I, there were 
about one thousand evangelists in 
America, and they were preaching 
to one million people a day. Most 
of the pastors in that day were 
orthodox as far as the fundamen- 
tals of the faith are concerned. 
We had not at that time bank- 
rupted the character of our Chris- 
tian people by having them go 
along and support things contrary 
to their convictions and their con-

sciences. We, therefore, could have 
a revival. Cities and towns and 
rural districts were turned upside 
down. After revivals, great moral 
crusades swept over communities. 
Communities went dry by a big 
majority vote of the people who 
said, ‘It is not right to sell liquor, 
not even to build schools and edu- 
cate our children.” There were no 
tricks in the business. It was an 
open, clean, fighting, moral eru- 
sade that carried this nation dry. 

After World War I, the relig- 
ious liberals began to take over 
the leadership of the churches and 
many of our schools. They said 
they were going to build a new 
world, and they did. They built a 
world of despair and hopelessness 
that has brought a feeling of des- 
pair and hopelessness even to the 
hearts of young people. They have 
built ecclesiastical organizations 
that have a large enrollment and 
are taking in members, and even 
the orthodox ones in the group 
are falling for the propaganda to 
go along and support the program, 
even though there may be things 


in the program contrary to the}: 


Gospel, upon which the organiza- 
tions were built. We are not hav- 
ing a revival. Following the “re- 
vival campaigns’ in America, 
there are no signs of a real revival. 
This statement is not to be mis- 
understood. There are certain 
groups in cities and towns and 
rural districts that preach the 
Gospel, and they do have revivals, 
but this nation is today spiritually 
—not religiously—in probably the 
worst fix it has ever been. 

Millions of people could be sav- 
ed. It is easy to get men to hear 
the Gospel. They know they want 
something. The average young 
person is “scared to death” by 
what he feels 1s ahead of him; but 
we are offering our generation a 
religious sop instead of a _ good, 
old-time, Gospel, saving crusade. 
Fifty Jonathan Edwardses proper- 
ly placed in America could lead 
this nation in the greatest revival 
the world has ever known since 
apostolic days. But most of the 
men who are even orthodox are 
satisfied to go along and just help 
build a sort of ecclesiastical or- 
ganization instead of getting out 
and standing for something. May 
God raise us up a dominate cour- 
ageous preacher leadership in this 
country. 

We have preachers who have 
what we might call social courage 
and political courage, but what 
we need is a@ great group of 
preachers who are known for their 
fighting Gospel courage-—preach- 
ers who preach against sin with 
a John the Baptist courage and 
preachers who exalt Christ and 
His atoning blood and saving pow- 
er with the courage of Paul. That 
is what we need, and that is what 
we do not have. 


The Crying Need for Men of 
Individual Conscience 
and Conviction 


Protestant Christianity in the 
old days put great emphasis upon 
the individual and his own con- 
science. Men were converted as 
individuals. When they sinned, 
they sinned as individuals. Jesus 
Christ died to save individuals. 
The preachers in the old days 
were rugged individualists. Strange 


socialistic influences have not only 
come into the political and busi- 
ness life of America, but there is 
a strange religious socialistic in- 
fluence that has invaded our ec- 
clesiastical organizations. This in- 
fluence has come in so subtly and 
so quietly that most people do not 
realize the peril Protestant Chris- 
tianity faces. The individual in 
many cases turns his conscience 
over to the ecclesiastical organ- 
ization with which he is affiliated. 
He supports what he is told to 
support. He asks no questions. He 
pays to the church budget. He is 
regular like a Democrat or Re- 
publican or Socialist is regular in 
his political party. Rugged indiv- 
idualism to a great extent is be- 
ing left out of political organiza- 
tions, and we have practically lost 
rugged individualism in our reli- 
gious setup in America. When I 
was a boy, there were all over 
America great, dynamic, individ- 
ualistic, strong, courageous, well- 
known -preachers of the Gospel. 
These men molded = sentiment. 
They moved the people. ‘They 
never compromised. 

It is a tragic situation that to- 
day in America you can think of 
city after city without any great, 
outstanding, individualistic preach- 
er. When I was a little boy, in 
Southeast Alabama, where I grew 
up, there were old-time, courage- 
ous preachers in the country dist- 
ricts. I remember them. They 
were different types, and yet they 
were alike in one particular: They 
stood for what they believed, and 
they never asked anybody to go 
along until his conscience would 
approve of his going along. 

Little by little Satan has taken 
out of individual Christians the 
courage to stand for what their 
Consciences tell them they ought 
to do. It is not right for any 
Christian to support anything 
against his own ° conscience. A 
Christian better fail to support 
something that is good when he 
wonders whether it is good than 
to support something that is good 
when his own conscience tells him 
not to support it. No man who 
calls himself a Christian should 
ever support any cause until he 
himself believes in his own heart 
that the cause is right and is in 
line with the fundamentals of the 
Christian faith. 


Do Not “Go Along” With Sin 
for Convenience 


We are living in a day when 
people are sacrificing principle on 
the altar of convenience. Several 
years ago when the Community 
Chest Drive was on, I looked at 
the causes in this drive. Some of 
them were very good, and I want- 
ed to support them. Some of them 
were causes that did certain things 
that I, as founder of a Christian 
school, could not consistently sup- 
port and stand for the things for 
which we stand at Bob Jones Uni- 
versity. I have been in battle all 
my life and naturally like to avoid 
all the controversies possible. I 
did not feel that it was my busi- 
ness to rush to the public and tell 
the whole wide world that we 
were not going to support certain 
things, for these things were ren- 
dering a good service in many par- 
ticulars, but I could not support 
one or two of the causes and be 
consistent; so we made out our 
checks and said, “This money goes 
to so-and-so and to nothing else,” 
and I gave as much as I would 
have given to all causes, ‘had I 
not felt that I should support just 
certain of these causes. 


God never puts any Christian 
on the spot where he has got to 
sacrifice his conviction or follow 
an inconsistent course. It is never 
right to support something that 
we believe is wrong to get an op- 
portunity. to support something 


right to do wrong even to get a 
chance to preach the Gospel. God 
will not put us in that kind of 
position. There is always a way 
for a Christian to do what he 
ought to do and not be inconsis- 
tent in what he is doing. 


This country needs an old-time, 
courageous preaching crusade in- 
stead of the little cheap, “come 
along with us” method of getting 
results. Our civilization cannot 
last with the present subtle, cheap, 
go-along, satanic appeals that have 
got even into our churches and 
religious life. I salute every man 
and woman on this continent and 
around the world that believes the

I was impressed with the same 
thought in the address which I 
heard George Mueller of Bristol, 
England, give on the subject of 
securing texts. He said that min- 
isters ought to be told what to 
preach about just as any messen- 
ger would be given his commis- 
sion by the one who sent him. He 
went on to say that he had for 
years been accustomed, when he 
did not know’ what to preach 
about, to ask from God and to re- 
ceive his subject from Him. I may 
return to this subject hereafter 
under another title, but I men- 
tion it here to say that Mr. Mueller 
spoke of talking with God exactly 
as we speak of talking with one 
another. I have no doubt that the 
conversation was just as real in 
his case as in the case of two 
men who speak with one another 
in the house or by the way. 


Great Ones of the Earth 


If we were permitted a familiar 
conversation with men and women, 
distinguished by reason of excel- 
lence of character or of great ach- 
ievement, we should consider it an 
honor and a privilege. Suppose 
that Florence Nightingale should 
come to your town, or the poet 
Longfellow, or the missionary 
Paul, or the statesman Gladstone. 
Suppose you should be invited to 
meet him at a dinner or at a 
social gathering—to sit by him— 
to ask him questions and to listen 
to his replies. It would be a thing 
long remembered and often re- 
hearsed. You would tell your chil- 
dren and if possible, your chil- 
dren’s children how you had seen 
and spoken with this distinguished 
person. 

_ But in prayer we are not speak- 
ing to a good person merely, but 
to One who has never been stained! 
by even the shadow of a sin, One 
who has not only great powers 
but all powers, who made the 
worlds, who made this world with 
all of the beautiful objects which 
it contains. He is in a peculiar re- 
lation to us, for we have been 
created in His image. We can

‘| Know and enjoy, or suffer or de- 


cide, or remember, or imagine as 
He can. Now, in prayer we are 


mes Permitted conversation with this 


marvellous Person. We are permit- 
ted freely to tell Him of every- 
thing which concerns us. We are 
permitted to ask from Him every- 
thing which the Holy Spirit allows 
us to ask. We are invited, com- 
manded, urged to be free with 
Him. 

In all the record of His dealings 
with men, there is not one instance 
in which He found fault with men 
for coming too frequently, for ask- 
ing too largely. On the other hand, 
He at times reproved men because 
they asked too little or because 
they did not persevere. The whole 
spirit of His directions is, ‘Open 
thy mouth wide, and I will fill it” 
(Psa. 81:10). Is it not strange that 
we value so lightly so great a 
privilege? Is it not remarkable 
that men have to be urged, argued 
with, entreated to appropriate an 
opportunity of this kind? Ofttimes 
entertainments are given, consist- 
ing of readings from the works of 
great writers or poets. Story-tell- 
ers, orators or historians put be- 
fore the public portions of the 
work which they have done, and

reputations were widespread, peo- 
ple flock in thousands to listen 
and pay large sums of money for 
the privilege, but in prayer we 
are permitted to speak in a friend- 
ly and intimate way with the One 
who made these great men and He 
promises to tell us everything we 
need to know, to forgive us all our 
transgressions, if we repent and 
believe, to give wisdom in every 
time of perplexity, to give strength 
for every labor which we are ever 
called upon to perform. 


We have the testimony of thous-

it carefully to investigate for the 
purpose of ascertaining what is 
within. Another expression which 
is important in this connection is 
found in I Corinthians 2:13: “Com- 
paring spiritual things with spirit- 
ual.” Spiritual things are pre-em- 
inently revealed in the Word of 
God. If we compare _ spiritual 
things with spiritual, we will nec- 
essarily compare Scripture with 
Scripture. 

Some persons who know very 
little about the Bible are accus- 
tomed to say that it is like an old 
fiddle—you can play upon it any 
tune you wish. By this they mean 
to say that the teaching of the 
Bible is not clear—that it is self- 
contradictory—that persons who 
desire to know the will of God 
cannot ascertain it decisively from 
this Word. The motto of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance is: “In essentials 
unity; in non-essentials liberty; in 
all things charity.” This is a good 
word and I affirm without hesita- 
tion that those who will search 
the Scriptures with this motto in 
mind will be surprised at the unity 
which they will find in the teach- 
ing respecting essentials, the lib- 
erty which they will find indicated 
regarding non-essentials, and the 
charity which will naturally fill 
their hearts respecting all things, 
but persons who read the Bible 
on narrow lines for the purpose of 
proving some little sectarian prop- 
osition which they have become 
interested in, or justifying them- 
selves in some course of action 
which they desire to pursue, will 
give occasion for the reproach 
which the ignorant objectors to 
the Bible, mentioned above, make. 

In regard to prayer, it is essen- 
tial, if one wishes to know how 
to pray, to take not an isolated 
text here and there, but to take all 
Scriptures touching on this sub- 
ject, compare Scripture’ with 
Scripture, be willing to accept 
anything which is shown to be 
true, and in this way arrive at the 
method of victorious praying. 
There are no real contradictions. 
There is, on the other hand, a 
great and blessed harmony and 
“whosoever will, come’ may thus 
come to the very truth of God 
respecting this great means of joy 
and service. 

In an earlier chapter I have 
spoken of the child spirit as a 
spirit of obedience. I desire in this 
chapter to somewhat extend this 
line of remark. I do not hope to 
make this necessity more obvious, 
but perhaps a separate treatment 
of this important subject will be 
helpful to some believers in at- 
taining to this grace, Which is an 
essential condition of real prayer. 


“Not As I Will, but As 
Thou Wilt’ 


Any man who will reflect for 
even a moment will see that this 
Spiritual attitude is the only ra- 
tional one, the only one which is 
at all likely to be successful.. How 
absurd it would be for those so 
ignorant, so sinful and helpless as 
we, to come to God with prede- 
terminations, to say to Him in 
heart, even if not in words, “I de- 
Sire this thing whether you see it 
best for me or not.” When one 
brings this state of mind clearly 
to the surface, it is easy to see 
how abhorrent to God it must be. 
I do not say that persons who 
pray with this spirit never receive 
the things for which they ask. At 
times they do. The Word of God 
says that God gave to His people 
their request, but that He sent 
leanness into their soul (Psa. 106: 
15), that is to say, He gratified 
them but the very thing which He 
gave them worked them injury. 
He gave them their request, but 
“sent leanness into their soul.” 


I remember to have read of a 
mother whose baby boy was ap- 
parently dying. She was asking 
God to spare the life of her child. 
God said to her: “Are you sure 
that it is best for your boy to 
live?” She replied: ‘I want him 
to live whether it is best or not.” 
He did live. The disease was 
checked from that moment, but 
that mother lived to see the boy 
die at the hands of the law, upon 
the gallows. There is no word 
spoken in God’s Book concerning 
prayer more true than this one: 
“We know not what we should 
pray for’ (Rom. 8:26). How can 
we know? We do not comprehend 
our own natures even. We know 
nothing at all of the future with 
its tests and needs. We know very 
little of the past. We illy compre- 
hend the present. How is it possi- 


ble for us to know what we should 
ask for? The fact is; a thoughtful 
man would in advance see that 
his only safety would be to say as 
Jesus did: “Nevertheless not my 
will, but thine, be done” (Luke 
22:42). 


The Praying Alphabet 


I find that some persons have 
not read a little story which has 
been oftentimes helpful to me. 
Though many have doubtless seen 
it, I insert it for the help of those 
who have not. The story is that 
a gentleman, walking by one of 
the beautiful hedge-rows in Eng- 
land, saw a little lad on his knees 
and, pausing a moment, heard him 
repeating his letters: “A, B, C, D, 
E, F, G.” So the little fellow went 
clear through the alphabet and 
when he had completed he began 
again: “A, B, C, D,” etc.. to the 
end, and so he continued until he 
had repeated the alphabet per- 
haps half a dozen times, after 
which he said, “Amen,” and arose. 
The gentleman, puzzled, said to 
the little fellow: “Why, my boy, 
what have you been doing?” He 
replied: “I was praying, sir.” The 
gentleman said: “Praying? But 
you were only saying your letters 
over and again.” The lad answer- 
ed: “Yes. I don’t know what to ask 
for, nor how to ask, so I thought 
I would say the letters to God a 
good many times and ask Him to 
put them together the right way 
Himself.” 

“Out of the mouth of babes and 
sucklings hast thou ordained 
strength” (Psa. 8:2). It is safe to 
Say that that little fellow, kneel- 
ing by the hedge-row, knew more 
of the essence of prayer than 
many who have taken all the 
training of the divinity schools. 
For when we are willing to say 
the letters to God and let Him put 
them together the way it will be 
best for us to have them placed, 
He is attracted by the confidence 
we have, just as we are attracted 
to those who believe in us. 


A Railroad Superintendent 

Years ago I was giving a course 
of three lectures on secret socie- 
ties Monday evenings at the 
Moody Church in Chicago. I de- 
livered the first and second, and 
on the third Monday evening went 
down to my train. I found that 
the time had been changed and 
that there was no train over that 
line until 10 o'clock at night. I 
Said to the representative of the 
road: “Is there no freight on 
which I can get in?” “No,” 
Said, “no freight train tonight.” I 
said: “Could I not go by Aurora 
and get a train on the Burlington, 
or by Elgin and get a train on the 
Milwaukee?” After studying the 
time cards a while he said: “No, 
there is nothing either way.”’ Then, 
thinking, he said: ‘“‘Perhaps, if you 
should go down to West Chicago 
you might catch a fast freight 
that would take you in in time.” 
So I stepped on to a train that 
was at the station, and went to 
West Chicago. I went through the 
Same series of inquires there and 
received the same replies. I finally 
said to the agent: “What will you 
charge me for an engine to take 
me into the city?” He said: ‘““We 
could not send you in on an engine, 


but I will send you in on a car 
for $50.” 


I have never been rich, and at 
that time I was particularly poor, 
but I knew that there would be a 
large audience waiting for me in 
Chicago, and although I was not 
paid for the service and although 
I had not money to pay for the 
special train, I knew I must go. 
So I said to him: “If you will get 
the car ready, I will be obliged to 
you and we will go at once.” In 
a iew moments the engine with 
the passenger coach attached was 
at the door and in due time I was 
landed in Chicago. 


While the engineer was bringing 
out the special, I made out an 
obligation to the Northwestern 
Railway for fifty dollars. The 
agent said to me: “Perhaps they 
will not charge as much as this, 
but I would not dare promise the 
service for less.” The next morn- 
ing I went to the general offices 
of the Northwestern Railway to 
see if I could get a reduction, for 
I really did not know how to pay 
the sum for which I had obligated 
myself. The president was not in, 
but being also acquainted with Mr. 
Whitman, at that time general 
superintendent, and a courteous 
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Blanchard 
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gentleman, I went into his office. 
I stated the case to him and said 
to him that in view of the fact 
that I was rendering public serv- 
ice, for which I received no com- 
pensation, and in view of the fur- 
ther fact that though I ought to 
have known that the train time 
was changed, I did not, and I 
thought perhaps he would reduce 
the charge somewhat. 

He looked across his desk at me 
and said: ‘‘Well, Mr. Blanchard, 
what would satisfy you?” I re- 
plied: ‘I shall be satisiied with 
whatever Mr. Whitman says.” He 
smiled and replied: “Well, I think 
we will not make any charge this 
time.” Of course, I attribute the 
fact that his mind and heart were 
moved to this’ generous. act 
through the providence of God, to 
the action of His Holy Spirit, but 
so far as my part of the trans- 
action was concerned, I think that 
the confidence which I reposed in 
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on Prayer 


him, and the willingness which I 
expressed to be satisfied with 
whatever he should say, was the 
ground of his generous deed. 


The,fact is, God has a right to 
lay out our lives. He has made 
plans for them and unless we re- 
sist, He will help us to live out 
those plans. When we pray we 
must, either in words or in heart, 
say: “Nevertheless, not as I will 
but as thou wilt.” A stubborn de- 
sire to have our own way about 
anything is entirely inconsistent 
with the act of prayer. When we 
thus come to God, no matter what 
we imagine ourselves to be doing, 
no matter what particular form 
of words we use, we are not really 
praying. God does not recognize 
our act as a prayerful act. He is 
offended. He may grant us the 
things that we desire. At times He 
does, but always there is a penal- 
ty, for it is not possible that we 
should thus come to God without 
purchasing evil for our own lives. 


Another Great Teacher 

I have spoken of a number of 
my prayer teachers, men of God, 
who have done me good, have 
helped me much. There is another 
one whose name I am glad to re- 
cord here as having been helpful 
to me in this regard. I speak of 
Rev. F. B. Meyer of London, 
known wherever the English lan- 
guage is spoken, by his wonderful 
devotional books. I remember that 
he was teaching in our seminary 
in Chicago at one time and was, 
in a simple, straightforward way, 
giving an account of his own ex- 
perience. He said that at one time 
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in his life he was conscious of the 
fact that he was not willing to 
live his life according to the plan 
of God. He tried, as men do, to 
make himself willing, and failed. 
Still he found the rebellious spirit 
within and at last, in almost hope- 
lessness, he said: “‘Lord, I am not 
willing, but I am willing to be 
made willing and you can make 
me willing. Please make me will- 
ing to do Thy will.” 

Dr. Meyer’s testimony was, that 
this was the prevailing prayer, 
that almost immediately he found 
the hardness of heart wearing 
away, the stubborn will yielding, 
the unwillingness passing into a 
cheerful submission to the plan of 
God.~Are you willing to be made 
willing to do the will of God? If 


you cannot honestly now from 


your heart say: “Nevertheless not 
my will, but thine, be done,” are 
you willing that God should en- 


able you to thus pray? Do you 


desire that He should? Will you 
ask Him so to do? If you do, in 
sincerity, then for His own glory 
and for your good and for the help 
of those whom you may help, He 
will make you willing and even if 


by nature your heart is as stub- 


born and unyielding as a mule’s, 
He will make it like the heart of 
a little child, so that you will be 
enabled honestly to say: “Our Fa- 
ther,” and to say from time to 
time as occasion requires: “‘Never- 
theless not my will, but thine, be 
done.”

vival. Both churches and human 
freedom are in a mortal conflict 
with revolutionary, imperialistic, 
aggressive communism. 

Communism’s use of the 
churches in our land must”be ex- 
posed and challenged. The evi- 
dence must be faced, not obscured, 
and the necessary adjustments 
made by the Christian people of 
the land in order that a church 
may be preserved faithful to her 
Bible and true to her Lord. 


I. Communism is Using the 
Churches to Present Marxism 
As Christianity 

Communism does not come into 
the churches in the name _ of 
atheism. It could not. It does not 
come in the name of materialism, 
or dialectic materialism. It comes 
wrapped in pious phrases as the 
champion of human rights, racial 
brotherhood, social justice, eco- 
nomic democracy andaé_e world 
peace council. It makes the Marx- 
ian dream of a classless society 
the goal of the church’s hope. And 
may I say, thousands of our people 
fall for this line because, they 
never study their Bibles, and 
sweet sounding words, they think, 
comprise Christianity. 

In 1948 there was organized in 
Amsterdam the World Council of 
Churches. This body now claims 
to speak for eight out of every 
ten Christians on the face of the 
earth. It has its greatest support 
numerically and financially in 
capitalist United States, and the 
denominations which make up the 
National Council of Churches in 
this country are in the World 
Council of Churches. Their presi- 
dent for the Western Hemisphere is 
none other than Bishop G. Brom- 
ley Oxnam, an honor which he 
esteems highly as he testified 
when he appeared before’ the 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities on July 21, 1953. 

However, on February 1, 1951, 
Bishop Oxnam as a member of 
the Executive Committee of the 


a letter which was sent to all 
member churches of the Council 
underscoring the world famous 
Marxian thesis. I read the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 


“The peoples have seen the 
vision of social justice; it is for 
us to help to transform it into 
reality. All people in privileged 
countries, particularly Chris- 
tians, must strive to enter sym- 
pathetically into the social de- 
mands of the needy. ‘From each 
according to his ability, to each 
according to his need, has its 
roots in the teachings of Jesus.” 


The phrase, ‘From each accord- 
ing to his ability, to each accord- 
‘ing to his need,” is the revolution- 
ary thesis of Marx, Engels, and 
Lenin. Thus the communist line 
found its way to the highest level 
of the organized non-Roman 
churches. This text did not come 
from Jesus, nor did it have its 
“roots in the teachings of Jesus.” 
According to Marx, the State 
takes from each and the State 
gives to each. That there can be 
no possible mistake in this matter, 
so far as Bishop Oxnam’s under- 
standing is concerned; he himself 
has made it clear in his book, 
“Labor and Tomorrow’s World.” 
(1944), 

On page 132 he writes: 


“Many who hear the com- 
munist speak are confused by 
the disparity in income that 
now exists. Is it true, they ask, 


doctrine, ‘From each according 
to his ability, to each according 
to his need, so that it now reads, 
‘From each according to his 
ability, to each according to his 
services’ ?” , 


So Bishop Oxnam 
that it is the old communist 
doctrine, and here it is com- 
mended as the basis for social 
justice with a promise of help in 
transforming it into reality. This 
is bringing Marx and Christ to- 
gether! | 

In Amsterda in 1948, the 
World Council gf Churches adop- 
ted a pronouncement on “The 
Church and Disorder of Society,” 
which was written by Dr. John 
C. Bennett of Union Theological 
Seminary in New York. Dr. Ben- 
nett and the assembly declared, 
“Christians should realize that for 
many, especially for many young 
men and women, communism 
seems to stand for a vision of hu- 
man equality and universal bro- 
therhood for which they were pre- 
pared by Christian influences.” 
This is an official pronouncement 
given to the churches of the world 
for their study. : 

But what are these so-called 
Christian influences? The angels 
of light have twisted and perver- 
ted the great Christian terminol- 
ogy to support the Marxian con- 
cepts. A glorious teaching of the 
Scripture “the kingdom of God,”’ 
made up of all who have been 
born again, is perverted to be a 
new one-world social order, a one- 
world government built on Marx- 
ian principles. The glorious teach- 
ing of the Bible concerning bro- 
therhood, that all who have been 
redeemed by the blood of Christ 
of every race and color and nation 
are one in Him, has been re-de- 
fined to mean that all men, saved 
and lost, regenerate and unregen- 
erate, are sons of God, and this 
world brotherhood, or classless 
order, must establish economic 
justice and so-called ‘‘social sal- 
vation.”’ 

When communism can get its 
thesis accepted into the message 
of the church it has accomplished 
its most valuable feat of infiltra- 
tion. Alger Hiss and Harry Dexter 
White do not compare. For here 
the .mind of church people is be- 
ing molded to communist ends. 

It is now known that one of 
the leaders, Harry F. Ward, who 
helped write what is called the 
“social creed of the churches,” was 
active with the communist Party. 
Former Daily Worker editor Louis 
Budenz, under oath, testified in 
1951, “I knew Dr. Ward very well 
and over a number of years.” And 
he saw him “‘consulting with mem- 
bers of the Politburo, sometimes in 
my presence.” And, “I know also 
from conversations with Dr. Ward 
personally, of his communist af- 
filiation.” The social creed with 
clear Marxian principles in it has 
found its way into most all the 
major denominations: Methodist, 
American Baptist, Presbyterian, 
Episcopal, Congregational. This 
social gospel, which it is called, 
has already had a far greater in- 
fluence in molding the life of 
America than we can_ possibly 
calculate.

In June, 1953, in Philadelphia on 
the 250th anniversary of the birth 
of John Wesley, 5000 Methodist 
youth were brought together from 
all sections of the world in a great 
evangelistic emphasis. The three 
speakers were: Bishop Oxnam, E. 
Stanley Jones, and Nels F. S. Fer- 
re. Dr. Ferre is professer of Philo- 
sophical Religion in Vanderbilt 
University, Nashville, Tennessee. 
Ferre is a Marxian prophet of 
the highest order. Ferre accepts 
the Marxian thesis. He writes in 
his book Christianity and Society, 
published by Harper & Brothers 
in 1950, on the chapter, “The 
Christian Perspective on Proper- 
ty,” “For the common good the 
distribution of the rewards of 
society ought to be ‘from each 
according to his ability to each 
according to his need.’ But ‘need’ 
here must not be_ interpreted 
mostly as consumer’s need, as the 
opportunity for private enjoy- 
ment. Rather, the first need in a 
creative society is to contribute 
meaningfully to the maintaining 
and transforming of society.” (p. 
229). 


Ferre talks of a “Christian com- 
munism.”’ He says, “Communism 
is ‘a right good word. We have 
falsely surrendered this ideal to 


the Marxists.” (p.229). And then 


he accepts the basic Marxian 
principle for society, “Hand in 
hand with the. spiritual rebirth 
and power should come the sociali- 
zation of property in. the sense of 
the public ownership of the means 
of production.” (p.232).° Where do 
we find this idea of the public 
ownership of the means of pro- 
duction? It is written into Chap- 
ter -I, “The Organization of 
Society,” of the Constitution of 
the Soviet Union. Article 4 Says, 
“The socialist system of economy 
and the socialist ownership of the 
means and instruments of produc- 
tion firmly established as a result 
of the abolition of the capitalist 
system of economy, the abrogation 
of private ownership of the means 
and instructments of production 
and the abolition of the exploita- 
tion of man by man, constitute 
the economic foundation of the 
U.S.S.R.” According to this con- 
stitution, private ownership of the 
means and instruments of produc- 
tion.and the exploitation of man 
by man describes capitalism which 
first must be abolished! The 
socialist ownership, of the means 
and instruments of production de- 
scribes communism which has 
been established in Russia. Ferre 
follows this line exactly in his 
books. Ferre’s angel of light ap- 
proach is exceedingly bold for he 
tells us, “. .. when Christianity 
lost nerve and despaired about 
historical hope, Marxism main- 
tained the faith. When Christian- 
ity lost faith in man, Marxism 
held that man could know a new 
classless day and a force-free 
society. When Christianity won- 
dered whether man was not caught 
in an.economic system and in 
external circumstance, Marxism 
believed that man could. revolt 
against such bondage and over- 
throw it. Marxism took over and 
expressed with confidence much 
of what in Christianity gave man 
hope. Perhaps actual Christianity 
has grown weak and weary and 
needed a new form in which to 
express its permanent truth. For 
actually there was more hope and 
faith in Marxism than in much 
actual Christianity.” (p. 238). 


But Ferre goes further. He says, - 
“If Marxism should conquer the 
whole world, this might be merely 
the prelude in economic arrange- 
ment to the blossoming forth 
within it of the deeply-sowed 
seeds of Christian faith and ex- 
pectations. Marxism may be God’s 
means to Christian fulfillment in 
history.” Then he adds, “Yet we 
hope that a partial perspective 
like Marxist communism will not 
win the historic day. We hope, 
rather, that Christian communism ° 
will win the day, That such a new 
economic system is: coming seems 
altogether likely.” (p. 239). 

In October, Dr. Ferre was the 
featured devotional speaker each 
morning during the conference of 
the United Council of Church 
Women of the National Council 
of Churches which was held in 
Atlantic City. He was featured as 
autographing his books in the 
book room for the ladies of the 
country. He has just published a 
book called, The Sun and the Um-

University for their invitation to 
lecture, and to the United States 
Department of State and the 
United -States Educational Com- 
mission in the United Kingdom for 
making the year’s work financially 
possible as well as for courtesies 
of every kind.” 


So the State Department of the 
United States used tax funds and 
paid Mr. Ferre while he wrote the 
book which attacked our Ameri- 
can way of life. This is how com- 
munism is using the churches. 

On November 2, there was re- 
leased a letter approved by the 
General Council of the Presbyter- 
ian Church in the U.S. A., written 
by Dr. John A. Mackay, in which 
some of these same Marxian ideas 
were woven. Dr. Mackay called 
communism “a secular religious 
faith of great. vitality.” Com- 
munism is certainly not a religious 
faith. It cannot be both a secular 
and religious faith at the same 
time. But the vitality which Dr. 
Mackay claims is in communism 
come from the support’ these 
church leaders give to communism, 
not from any thing in communism 
itself. Communism has made its 
gains throughout the world by ni- 
trigue, murder, revolution and 
war. If the so-called ‘‘Christian” 
support of communism could be 
completely withdrawn and repu- 
diated, communism would lose its 
greatest single advantage outside 
the Iron Curtain. 


Itt. Communism is Using the 
Sunday School Literature to 
Teach Marxism to the 
Coming Generation 
of Americans 


The extent to which these com- 
munist ideas are being propagated 
so attractively through the Sun- 
day School papers is almost un- 
believable. In some places it is 
bold; in others, subtle. 


The Adult Student, March, 1946, 
has an entire lesson entitled, ‘““The 
Road Ahead.” (We believe Dr. 
McIntire refers to a Methodist S. 
We are 
toid, “It is hard to see how any 
believer in the universal father- 
hood of one God could fail to wel- 
come the forces pushing us on 
toward world union .... Another 
irresistible trend of the times is 
the development of a more deeply 
organic social life.’”’ We are then 
told that “Jefferson held that the 
least governed are best governed, 
and Thoreau so completely agreed 
as to draw the conclusion that the 
best government is none at all. 
For both men individual liberty 
was the great good and was to be 
interfered with, if at all, only 
when it interfered with the liber- 
ty of others. Recent development,”’ 
We are told, “has been in the op- 
posite direction . ... The kind of 
individualism which John Locke, 
Adam Smith, Thomas Jefferson, 
and Henry David Thoreau pro- 
claimed is gone. It brought us 
much of priceless value. But it 
failed to take into adequate ac- 
count the extent of our depend- 
ence on one another and of our 
responsibility for one another... 
Gradually we have been made 
aware that we are of one body.” 
And then we are told, “the im- 
perative need” now is “for a more 


The next lesson is entitled, “My 
Task Now,” and here the youth 
is told, “I must think long and 


man brotherhood in economics 


- and before the law. When I do so, 


I can hardly fail to see that a 
System in which some children are 
born to such wealth ‘and ease as to 


ambitious, must early leave school 
to help support their families and 
never thereafter escape the round 
of toil in hopeless poverty is not 
a Christian system. It is almost 
equally clear that a system in 
which the main motive of work is 
competition for selfish gain, re- 
gardless of public service rendered, 
is likewise less than Christian.” 


And then the student is told, 
. . . It is now impossible to re- 
turn to the old ways or even to 
retain permanently what is left of 
capitalism.’ And finally, ‘In con- 
fronting all such problems the 
man of faith will not be concerned 
about labels of ‘capitalist’ or ‘com- 
munist,’ ‘reactionary’ or ‘liberal.’ 
He will be concerned with creat- 
ing an economic order in which all 
may share in the goods which all 
work to produce. With this prin- 
ciple in mind he will study 
through each problem as it arises 
and take his stand accordingly.” 


é 


This is the Marxian principle. It 
is a system—the free capitalist 
system—that is being rejected. 
The Sunday school is here being“ 
used to condition the mind of the 
young people of the country for a 
social revolution in the United 
States. Capitalism or free, private 
enterprise demands freedom to 
live. Communism destroys free- 
dom to live. 


The Presbyterian Church, U. S. 
A., has introduced an entire new 
Sunday school series. One of their 
featured studies is called Cross- 
roads. The January-March, 1953, 
issue features an 
Georgia Harkness, ‘A Lenten Self- 
Inventory.”’ Dr. Harkness has been 
one of the leading communist 
front members in this country. So 
frequently the presentation of 
those who champion the Marxian 
line is done in the name of devo- 
tions and spiritual counsel. This 
same Crossroads features a re- 
view of Nels F. S. Ferre’s book, 
Strengthening the Spiritual Life, 
and Ferre is praised without 
qualification as a great spiritual 
leader. Ferre and Harkness are 
then both featured in “Two Len- 
ten Topics” for young  people’s 
work and, finally, Cary McWil- 
liams, another outstanding com- 
munist front operator, is featured, 
and this is the way the story goes. 
In these Sunday school publica- 
tions there is no warning against 
the errors of communism or Marx- 
ism; any warnings detected are 
against those whe are witch-hunt- 
ers. And some of the Sunday 
School literature has been so bold 
as to mention unfavorably the 
names of chairman of Congres- 
sional committees dealing with the 
investigation of communism in our 
land. 


IV. Communism is Using the 
Missionary Program of the 
Church to Serve Its Ends 
in Other Lands 


In these foreign lands much can 
be done without its. significance 
being realized in the churches 
back in the United States. In 
1949 Dr. Mackay, also president 
of the International Missionary 
Council, the missionary arm of the 
World Council of Churches, called 
for the recognition of Communist 
China by the United States and 
her admittance to the United Na- 
tions. He gave as one of his 
reasons the fact that many of the 
leaders of the communist revolu- 
tion were graduates of mission 
schools. 

When I was in Jakarta, Indo- 
nesia, in 1950, a missionary 
teacher in the theological semin- 
ary wrote, advising the students. 
to join the communist armies. In 
India this last August I gathered 
a dozen or so booklets dealing 
with this issue. One, “A Christian 
and a Communist,” published by 
the YMCA Publishing House in 
Caleutta in 1953, reports: “Many 
Christians both in Europe and 
Asia have joined the Communist 
Party out of a deep desire to 
build a new social order.” One 
document I have is a report of a 
conference on “Christian Social 
Action in North India, Held May 
5-8, 1953.” This contains the con- 
clusions and the recommendations 
of outstanding Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Baptist, and other 
Protestant missionaries, including 
Methodist Bishop J. W. Pickett of

able.” And in the listing of the 
available material, ‘Some Books 
for Further Study,” the first book 
recommended is Christianity and 
Society by Nels F. S. Ferre, from 
which we have quoted already. 


V. Communism is Using the 
Platform of the World Council 
of Churches to Defend the 
Political Policies of Rus- 
sia and to Attack the 
Western World 


The non-Roman churches of the 
West gave to Russia this platform 
for the first time when the World 
Council wads organized in Amster- 
dam in 1948. Professor Josef 
Hromadka, Czechoslovakia, cham- 
pioned and defended the Eastern 
view, including the political posi- 
tion and activities of Russia in the 
name of Christianity. It was 
American church leadership and 
capitalist dollars from American 
businessmen that led in the erec- 
tion of this platform and the offer- 
ing of this advantage and honor 
to the communist world. The 
church leaders want it this way. 
Hromadka and others of his view 
were then placed on the Central 


the highest governing body. 

The same thing happened again 
in Lund, Sweden, in 1952, when 
Professor Hromadka, attending 
the meeting on “Faith and World 
Order,” of the World Council, de- 
fended Moscow’s political position 
in red China, North Korea, West- 
ern Germany, and her attitude 
toward NATO. 

The World Council will hold its 
Second Assembly in Evanston in 
August of 1954. Again, Professor 
HromadkKa is expected to be pres- 
ent as the No. 1 champion in the 
name of Christianity of the revo- 
lutionary cause of red Russia. Dr. 
Visser’t Hooft, general secretary 
of the World Council of Churches 
with headquarters in Geneva, is 
reported in Time Magazine, No- 


vember 30, 1953, shortly after his 
arrival in the United States, to 
have appealed to the United 
States “to be broadminded about 
such things,” and speaking specif- 
ically concerning the coming of 
Hromadka, Visser’t Hooft said, “It 
is a way to emphasize Christian 
fellowship. Some of these churches 
have a great deal to give us.” The 
representatives of the churches 
from the Iron Curtain will be per- 
mitted by Russia to come to this 
country only because they will 
serve the Red cause. Our country 
should not let these communist 
propagandists from Iron Curtain 
countries come into the U. S. A. 
We have enough without bringing 
in more. It seems inconceivable 
that the Christian church should 
provide the platform for Red 
Russia to defend her political con- 
duct, preach her peace propagan- 
da, tell the West that Marxism 
removes the exploitation of men 
by man, and brings liberty to the 
churches, and security for the 
people. Oxnam stands as a presi- 
dent of the Council leading the 
churches of our Jand in this pro- 
gram. We challenge all this in the 


name of Christ and. the historic 
Christian Church. It is wrong and - 
wicked and our nation shall suffer 
for it! 

The facts which we have pre- 
sented and many, many more are 
the reason so many clergymen 
have joined communist front or- 
ganizations in our country. These 
clergy are educated and trained. 
They are not ignorant and naive 
as some would excuse them. They 
joined these organizations deliber- 
ately in order to have instruments 
to mold the public mind.

He, I believe, is con- 
fused somewhat as to the mean- 
ing of the Bill of Rights.’Liberty 
is being re-defined by these mod- 
ernist church leaders.

Church. declined. to perinit the use 
of their auditorium for a speech 
by Oxnam they did not violate 
——j|either the spirit or the letter of 
the Bill of Rights. Yet Oxnam in a 
statement reported in the Chris- 
tian Advocate, November 12, 1953, 
declared such action “reflects the 
spirit of Nazi Germany and Com- 
munist Russia. It is un-American.”’ 


The liberty guaranteed under 
the Bill of Rights includes free- 
dom to maintain institutions in 
their own integrity. A church 
must maintain its own testimony 
in honor to Jesus Christ, and our 
land guarantees that freedom. And 
when a man calls an honoring of 
a basic priiuciple of liberty Nazi- 
ism, he is considerably confused. 
The way to deal with Bishop 
Oxnam in these matters is to use 
the liberty of our land to answer 
him and to bring to the attention 
of the Christian public the error 
of his position. We are free in this 
land not to support that which we 
believe to be wrong, and actively 
to oppose that which we believe 
to be wrong. 


‘There are certain steps that we 
believe . that Christian people 
should consider. 

1. It must. be seen that Marx- 
ism, as we have described it in 
this message, is no part of Chris- 
tianity. It is a system which pro- 
claims as atheistic view of God, of 
man, of society, and of sin. Chris- 
tianity, on the other hand, be- 
lieves in the true and the living 


| God. God made man. Men fell into 


sin, became dead in_ trespasses. 
God in His infinite mercy sent His 
only begotten Son, Jesus. Christ, 
sinless 
in His life, a ransom in His death. 
God raised Him from the dead on 
the third day. He lives at the right 
hand of the Father, and we are 
waiting for His visible return. It 
is only the grace of God that saves 
a man, gives him everlasting life, 
and enables him to be a faithful 
steward of his property and pos- 
sessions, to be kind to his brethren, 
and to love his neighbor. The 
world needs this’ transforming 
Gospel of the grace of God as the 
answer to communism. It is _ this 
Gospel that champions freedom, 
the individual, and gives to the

gion, by as much as God outdist- 
ances a man.’ It was good to see 
the response made by the students 
from. afar to such appeal. 


Five little words this morning 
make our text: “Christ the power 
of God.” They are found in the 
first chapter of Paul’s first letter 
to the Corinthians, 


Christ Is God; the Power 
of God in His Own Person 


Let me come at once to the 
heart of what I wish to say, by 
asking the question: How is Christ 
the power of God? I answer, first 
of all, He is the power of God in 
His own person. Christianity 
stands or falls with the person of 
Christ. What Hougoumont was to 
Waterloo, Christ’s person is to 
Christianity. There have been only 
three views about the person of 
Christ—one that He was bad, an- 
other that He was mad, and the 
other that He was what He every- 
where represented Himself to be; 
namely, that He*was God come in 
the flesh: When He was here, 


that He was bad. They affirmed 
that He was in league with Beelze- 
bub, the prince of demons. They 
said: “He hath an evil spirit, and 
is not to be trusted.” And: then 
there were those who affirmed 
that He was mad. They said: “He 
is beside himself.’’ They said: “He 
is crazy.” And then there stands 
out the third estimate of Him— 
that He was not bad, and that He 
was not mad, but that He was 
and is what He everywhere repre- 
sented Himself to be—God come 
in the flesh. 


When Jesus became a man, He 
said in effect to men, wherever 
He went: “I am God manifest in 
the flesh. I am God. uncovered; I 
am God foreshortened, so that a 
man with all his limitations by 
reason of ignorance and weakness 
and sin can find God.” The cry 
of the race through the ages has 
been: “Show us the Father, and 


world churches free and obedient 
to the Great Commission of Christ. 


2. It must be seen that Marx- 
ism in the church is the result of 
modernism, and the departure 
from the Word of God. Ferre’s 
latest book, The Sun and the Um- 
brella, illustrates this point. The 
Sun is supposed to be God in his 
parable; the Umbrella, the hin- 
drances which keep from God. 


Some of the doctrines which 
Ferre thinks are keeping God 
away from people are:.the belief 
that the Bible is the infallible rule 
of faith and practice; the belief 
that Jesus Christ was sinless, that 
He was born of the virgin, that 
He died as a substitute for sin, 
and that He rose from the dead. 
Ferre even doubts whether Jesus 
was born in Bethlehem; he thinks 
perhaps He was born in Nazareth 
instead. He makes it plain, how- 
ever, that these old ideas must be 
done away with if the new order 
is to be established. The old faith 
must go! 


3. There must be a campaign 
of enlightenment and information 
given to the people. The struggle 
with this modernism in_ the 
churches has been going on for 
many years. People have not 
listened or have been diverted 
from attention to its significance. 
Now we have come, I believe, to 
the last stand in the great strug- 
gle. If the Christian people cannot 
be aroused over the issue of com- 
munism’s use of the church, com- 
munism will win the present world 
struggle. If the people can be per- 
suaded that the verv ‘heart and 
core of communism is basically a 
Christian idea then reconciliation 
with Russia in order to have world 
peace will come about by our sur- 
render to the socialist world. And 
it is in this way, I believe, that 
men such as Bishop Oxnam and 
others look for the coming of a 
one-world political order and a 
one-world church. Capitalism 
alone stands in the way. Marx 
taught this! The struggle is. for 
the mind of the people of the na- 
tion and it is just here that men 
like Velde, Jackson, Jenner and 
McCarthy are rendering the 
American people an undying serv- 
ice: in exposing the machinations 
of communism, And it is here, too, 


that the American Council of 


‘it sufficeth us.” Jesus came among 
‘men and everywhere represented 


Himself as the possessor of the 


attributes and the perfections of 


deity. That Jesus was and is in His. 
own person the power of God is 
attested by what He said, and by 
what Heid, and by what He was 
and is. I am compelled intellectu-. 
ally to believe that Christ was 
more than any mere man, no mat- 
ter from what angle I look at 
Him. 


The Power of God in 
His Words 


Will you look at His words? 
They attest His deity, “Never man 
spake like this man.” I do not 
wonder that when Daniel Webster: 
had finished the reading of the 
Sermon on the Mount, he rose up 
with pale face and trembling voice, 
and said: ‘‘More than any mere 
man has spoken these words.” 
Never man spake like this man. 
Christ’s teachings concerning the 
great matters that pertain to life 
and conduct and man and sin and 
character and destiny are utterly 
revolutionary and transforming. 


Christ Is the Power of God 
In His Works 


I am also compelled to believe 
that Jesus is more than any mere 
man when I look at His works. 
One of His appeals to men is: “Be- 
lieve me, that I am in the Father; 
and the Father in me; or else be- 
lieve me for the works’ sake.” 
From the cradle to.the grave 
there was in the life of Jesus the 
outflashings of His divine nature 
and power. When a little child 
yonder on His mother’s heart, the 
shepherds came to worship Him 
and the Magi came with their rich 
gifts to lay before Him. When 
He was a child of a dozen years, 
yonder He was in the temple, and 
the questions that He both asked 
and answered broke to pieces the 
superlative wisdom of those learn- 
ed doctors and teachers assembled 
in that temple. And when He be- 
gan His public ministry, the winds 
and the waves obeyed Him, and 
sicknesses obeyed Him, and demons 
obeyed Him, and death obeyed 
Him. Jean Paul Richter was right 
when he said that Jesus with His

this.’”” So the International Council 
of Christian Churches fights the 
battle all over the world. 


4. Christian people must im- 
mediately cease giving’ their 
money to support the denomina- 
tions which are a part of this 
whole system represented in the 
National Council of Churches. Yes, 
I mean stop giving any money to 
this system. It is used for litera- 
ture, for schools, for seminaries, for 
mission agencies, for the World 
Council. It is Christian people who 
love the Lord that give money 
anyhow, and if they will stop giv- 
ing their money and instead direct 
their money into channels that are 
fighting these issues and helping 
to build and maintain true Chris- 
tian churches, there will be a big 
change in a hurry. Why must 
Christian money help communism 
in any way? 


5. Finally, this is most ee 
ant of all. God’s people, in obedi- 
ence to the clear commands of 
Scripture, must leave these 
churches’ where Vgertonin 3: and 
communism is_ being presented. 
There is no place in the church 
of Jesus Christ for a single man 
who preaches Marxism. But 
churches which honor such leaders 
should be forsaken by God’s 
people. Let every Christian in the 
National Council of Churches and 
the, World Council of Churches 
consider that he is a part and that 
he is personally helping to hold up 
a platform by his membership in 
that church from which com+ 
munist Josef Hromadka may 
preach Russia’s- gospel.

since the world began. 


Christ, In His Character, Is 
the Power of God 


I am compelled to believe in 
Christ—that His own nature was 
divine and that in Him was the 
infinite power of God——- when I 
look at His character. The stand- 
ing challenge of Jesus to man- 
kind is: “Which of you convicteth 
me of sin?”’ And the universal re- 
sponse to that challenge is stated 
“T find 
no fault in Him.’ Horace Bush- 
nell was right when he said that 
the character of Jesus forbids all 
possible classification of Him with 
any and all other men. 

Behold Jesus, this Friday morn- 
ing, not a Son of man, but the 
son of man; for all humanity was 
summed up in Him. In all other 
men, goodness is but fragmentary 
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and pitifully imperfect. In the 
character of Jesus, goodness is 
perfect and complete, wanting no- 
thing. If you would look for the 
highest example of meekness, you 
would not look to Moses, but to 
Jesus, who was unapproachably 
meek and lowly in heart. If you 
would look for the highest ex- 
ample of patience, you would not 
look to Job, but to Jesus who, 
when He was reviled, reviled not 
again. If you would look for the 
highest example of wisdom, you 
would not look to Solomon, but 
to Jesus, who spake as never man 
spake. If you would look for the 
highest example of zeal, you would 
not look to Paul, but to Jesus, 
about whom it has been written: 
“The zeal of thine house hath 
eaten me up.” If you would look 
for the highest example of love, 
you would not look to John, who 
leaned on Jesus’ bosom, but you 
would look to Jesus who, while 
we were yet sinners, so loved us 
as to die for us. Goodness in men, 
however wise and pure their 
character, is fragmentary and im- 
perfect and incomplete. Goodness 
and perfection stand out in their 
entirety in .the person of Jesus. 
Men sometimes say to me that 
they cannot believe in miracles, 
and in every case I. ask them: 
“What will you do with Jesus of 
Nazareth? He is the miracle of 
the ages. Jesus of Nazareth— 
what will you do with Him? He 
is the outstanding miracle of all 
the centuries. What will you do 
with Jesus?” 


Forever God, forever man, 

My Jesus shall endure, 

And fixed on Him my hope remains 

Eternally secure. 

It was said of Mozart that he 
brought angels down, and _ of 
Beethoven that he lifted mortals 
up. Jesus of Nazareth does both, 
and more. Jesus is God’s way to 
man. Jesus is man’s way to God. 
Jesus is the only true Jacob’s 
ladder, by which a sinning man 
or woman, 
sin behind, may mount up to be 
with God and to be like Him for- 
ever. Yes, Christ is the power of 
God in His own person. I marvel 
that intellectually every man in 
the world is not compelled to bow 
down before the person of Christ. 


In History, too, the Power 


of God 
Nor is that all. Christ is the 
power of God in history. The 


standing marvel of the ages is 
Christ himself, the Rock of Ages. 
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if he or she will leave’ 


An humble prophet of Nazareth 
has gone up and down the éarth, 
and has more influence, more 
sway, than ali the teachers that 
earth ever saw combined.

He is the incomparable teacher 
of all the ages, and beside Him 
earth’s greatest teachers are as a 
flickering candle beside a great 
sun. Christ is the miracle of the 


centuries, and the church is His 


monument. The most glorious in- 
stitution in all the earth is Christ’s 
monument—His church. It is the 
fairest among ten thousand, and 
an institution supremely lovely 
and worthy. And Christ’s Gospel 
is the supreme instrument of hu- 
man civilization. There is not and 
can not be any lasting civilization 
which excludes the teaching of 
Christ. You may have your 
systems of government, no matter 
how compact and militaristic and 
colossal; you may have your 
schemes of education, no matter 
how subtle and clever and adroit 
and scientific; but all systems hu- 
man are doomed ultimately to go 
into the ditch, if the standards 
and teachings of Christ are flouted 
and disregarded. The World War 
is the demonstration of what I 
am saying on the most colossal 
scale in all human history. 


Christ the Power of God for 
Every Person to Experience 
for Himself 


And now I am coming to say 
the most important word eof all 
to you, my brother men, my gentle 
sisters. Christ is the power of God 
in human experience. That is the 
vital word of all. Christianity em- 
ploys always the scientific method 
of. demonstration, that is, the 
method by experiment. Somebody 
once asked Mr. Coleridge if a man 
could prove the truth of Chris- 
tianity, and Mr. Coleridge made 
the simple but complete reply: 
“Why, certainly. Let him try it.” 
Christ comes to mankind and con- 
fidently says: ‘‘Come and _ see. 
Come and try me. Come and test 
me. Put me to the extremest test. 
Come and test me and see for 
yourself, if I do not give you to 
know that I am the power of Cod 
in human life. Come and test me, 
and you will sing thereafter, when 
your fellows ask you what has 
happened: ‘Whereas I was blind, 
now I see.’ Come and try me.” 


I am thinking now of a young 
woman, unusually trained and cul- 
tured, bedarkened in her Spiritual 
nature by the direst kind of 
skepticism. She sought interview 
after interview with the preacher, 
and one day she said to him: “Sir, 
intellectually, I just cannot accept 
your preaching that Christ rose 
from the ‘dead on the third day, 
as your Scriptures allege.” Pres- 
ently, the preacher said to her: 
“Well, what do you think about 
Christ—waiving for a moment the 
fact of His resurrection—what do 
you think of Him?” She said: “He 
is the fairest among ten thousand. 
He is the one. altogether lovely. I 
cannot find any fault with Him. 
Everything about His words and 
about His works and about His 
character to the last degree ap- 
peals to me.” Then the minister 
went on to say: “If He be the Son 
of God Himself, the power of God 
in His own personality, if that be 
so, do you wish to know it?” After 
a moment’s pause, she said: ‘As- 
suredly, I do.” Then the minister 
said: “You go alone and tell Him 
that you are vexed by doubt and 


{held back by questions, but that 
you wish light, and that you will 


yield yourself to Him, who already 


-|has won your admiring apprecia- 


tion; that you will yield yourself 
to Him, that He may teach you 
and help you and lead you in any 


way that He would have you go— 


just honestly yield yourself to Him. 
Try Him in that experimental 
way.” She came back the next day 


morning, and said to the preacher: 
“I cannot prove by outside proof, 
that Jesus rose from the dead, 
but my heart knows He is 4live, 
for He has made me alive.” 


He is to be experimentally 
tested, my fellow-men. He is to 
be tested. Let me tell you, I see 
enough in one week, as do these 
honored brother ministers of mine 
about me, to shut us up to the 
conviction that Christ is’ the 
power of God. We see enough in 
one week in our dealings with men 
to be shut up to the unhesitating 
conviction. 


To illustrate: One day there 
came to me the news that one 
of my fellow-workers had gone 
down in the awful maelstrom of 
business failure. Fine fellow, ris- 
ing, battling nobly, but the tides 
had turned, and down he went, 
and I went out to his home with 
my heart in my throat, dreading 
to see him and his wife. As he 
met me at the door, he looked 
years older, but there was no 
trace of bitterness on his face or 
in his eye. He said, “We are glad 
to see you. You have heard about 
it?” I said, “Yes, I have heard, 
and I have come to kneel beside 
you, and together we will talk to 
Him who is able to turn the very 
shadow of death into morning. No 
man is to despair or to worry or 
to mope because all his property 
is swept away in a brief day.” He 
said, speaking quickly: “Oh, no; 
we are not bitter about it at all. 
We did not sleep any last night. 
We got up several times in the 
night, and like two little children 
we knelt beside our bed, and we 
promised new devotion to the ser- 
vice of Christ. Oh, no, we have 
not a bitter thought at all.”’ And 
from that day to this—and that 
was years ago—never have I 
heard a note of bitterness or re- 
proach escape their lips, and time 
and again they have said to me: 
“But for Christ. consciously in our 
hearts, we should have been sub- 
merged when that Black Friday 
came.” 


And then, on another day, I was 
summoned when one of our citi- 
zens lay a-dying, one of the most 
gifted scientists I have known, 
and also one of the noblest Chris- 
tians. The sun sank to the west, 
and the sands of his life were gal- 
loping to the close, and I sat there 
by him, in response to his invita- 
tion that I come for a final con- 
ference, and he said various and 
sundry things to me, as I held his 
hand. I shall never forget one 
thing he said. It was this: “Oh, 
pastor, go on and preach Christ to 
men, and nothing else; for nothing 
else, sir, will suffice men who are 
in the grip of moral loss and fail- 
ure and defeat. Men do not have 
moral resources within themselves 
to rise and climb. Sir, preach a 
divine Saviour to a lost world. 
Preach that .only till the day of 
your death.” That last conversa- 
tion we had I can never forget. 

And then, when he quit talking 
like that to me, he said: “I should 
like to speak to the children,” and 
the children were brought in, and 
he had his word, beautiful and 
blessed, for every child. And then, 
as his wife held that thin hand 
and bent over him and kissed the 
noble forhead, he said to her, with 
his whispers, as life’s sands 
hastened to the end: “Mary, dear, 
you will know where to look for 
comfort and strength when I am 
gone.” She said: “Indeed, I will.” 
Then he said: “Mary, dear, four 
different times you and I have 
marched behind the hearse to the 
cemetery, to put away out there, 
under the flowers, one child, two 
children, three children, four child- 
ren, and we came back, and every 
turn of the carriage wheels whis- 
pered to us that the grace of God 
was sufficient. Now, Mary, dear, 
when I shall go away, as I shall 
tonight, you will remember the 
Shepherd Psalm, and you will re- 
member the fourteenth chapter of 
John, and you will remember al- 
ways to call on Christ and not be 
afraid.”” And she kissed him, and 
said: “I will remember. I know 
whom I have believed, and am per- 
suaded that He is able to keep 
that which I have committed unto 
Him against that day.” And then 
he quietly began the recitation of 
that Twenty-third Psalm, and 
when he reached that heavenly 
sentence: “Yea,
